(By Universal Service) 
SAN DIEGO, Oct. 21.—The Navy's 
big rigid dirigible Shenandoah swung 


idly to its mooring ntast. here to- 
night, after being moored shortly 
after 11 o'clock this morning. The 
arrival of the Shenandoah marked 
the successful conclusion of its 
journey from San Diego to Camp 
Lewis, Oash., and return, one of 


the most difficult flights it had ever 
undertaken. 


While the airship arrived here 
shortly after 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing, she was unable to land because 
of a heavy fog that shrouded North 
Island. Because of this the air cruis- 
er soared above San Diego until 
the sun dissipated the fog and im- 
proved the visibility. 

In bringing the monster airship 
to her 174-foot mooring mast the 
officers first brought her to earth 
and set her gently on the landing 
field, 200 yards from the mast. After 
a few minutes’ delay, while some of 
the ship’s crew came aground, the 
Shenandoah was lifted approximately 
100 feet into the air, and with 300

During war days when we_ were 


taught to make palatable soups from

As far back as 1900 it is known that the election of President 
Coolidge as City Solicitor of Northampton was made possible by 
the vote of a representativé of a well-known labor organization, a 
member of a different party than that of the President. 

The political career of President Coolidge is an interesting 
study in progression. 

He was elected a member of the Massachusetts State Legislature 


| from Northampton in 1907 and in that election had the unqualified , 


support of labor. 
Elected and served as Mayor of Northampton 1910-1911. 
Elected and served as State Senator 1913-1914-1915. 


President of that body 1914-1915.,The representatives of the 


various labor organizations urged their friends in the Senate to sup- 
port him in this election. 

Elected and served as Lieutenant-Governor of Massachusetts 
1916-1918. 

Elected and served as Governor of Massachusetts 1919-1920. 

During his career as a member of the State Government he 
supported the following bills: 

Anti-monopoly bill. 

Injunction modification bill. 

Anti-discrimination bill. 

Direct senatorial election. 

Woman’s suffrage. 

Honest small coal sales. 

One day’s rest in seven. 

Improved working conditions, women and children. 

Factory surgical equipment. 

Pensions, widows and children of firemen. 

Teachers’ Pensions. 

Playgrounds. 

Low fares, workingmen and children. 

Full train crew bill. 

Immoved milk situation. 

Barber’s license bill. 

Eliminating profiteering in rents. 

Preference for veterans. 

48-hour bill; women and children 

Employment of veterans. 

Revision of banking Jaws. . 

.Eight-hour day for women. 

Each and every one of these measures had the unqualified sup- 
port of labor. 


As Governor, he ‘signed the Absentee Voting Bill, which had the 
soild support of. labor, who for a great many years had been unsuc- 
cessful-in having’ this important méasute’ passed. 

He signed the order requiring the Public Service Commission to 
equip all trains with lifting jacks of sufficient power to hoist the 
heaviest steel car. This was humane measure, for in the past ex- 
perience had proved working men pinioned beneath a car could 
not be released by the small calibred jacks carried on the trains. 

He also signed an order requiring the railroads to equip all 
trains with first-aid-to-the-injured equipment and requiring such a 
set within easy access to all railroad yards. 


He supported in committee and voted in the Senate for the} dent Coolidge in connection therewith are these: 


passage of the Spotter Bill, a most important measure for the bene- 
fit of labor. This bill provided that before a man could be dis- 
missed or disciplined he would have to be confronted with the 
party preferring the charges. Unfortunately ,this bill was later 
declared unconstitutional by the Supreme Court of Massachusetts. 


One of the most important measures that ever passed the 
Massachusetts Legislature and presented to a Governor to sign was 
the bill known as the Forty-eight Hour Bill for Women and Children. 
Every possible pressure was brought to bear on him to veto this bill 
by the Associated Industries and all other Manufacturers’ As- 
sociations. He listened to them all and then called in the represen- 


tatives of labor and after hearing their statements, signed the bill. 
This is thought to be the first measure of its kind enacted in any, 


State in the Union. 


__ On the Full Crew Bill, which was passed only after the greatest 
fight ever made by organized labor, he not only supported .it on 


its passage but urged its re-passage over the veto of Governor Forr. | 


The late John Golden, who had been president of the Textile 


Workrs for a great many years, wrote President Coolidge a personal 


ficial to the Textile Workers of Massachusetts. 


Mr. Martin T. Joyce, secretary of the Massachusetts State 
Branch of the American Federation of Labor, for a number of 
years one of the best known labor men in the country, is responsi- 
ble for the statement that the representatives of labor were called 
in and consulted on labor measures more often while President 
Coolidge was Governor than ever by any previous governor. 


At the convention of the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
held in Columbus, Ohio, in 1919, his record had been so good, 
and policies so favorable and friendly to labor, that the following 
resolution was unanimously adopted on May 3], 1919, and is a

A. P. Davis, Chief Engineer Of 
Utility District, Addresses 


Meeting % 

Maps of the Mokelumne water- 
shed, plotting the location of the 
Proposed Lancha Plana dam and the 
irrigation reservoirs in the Dry 
Creek basin, were used yesterday 
by A.’ P. Davis, chief engineer of 


the East Bay Municipal Utility dis- 
trict, to illustrate his talk before 
the Lions club at their weekly lun- 
cheon on the Mokelumne river water 
supply project, for which the vo- 
ters will be called upon to vote 
$39,000,000 in bonds at the election, 
November 4. 

Members of’ the city council 
guests at the meeting arranged by 
Ward McRacken, chairman. ~ 

The purity of the supply was one 
of the deciding factors in the report 
of the engineers recommending the 
Mokelumne, Davis told the clubmen. 
“In the Makelumne we found not 
only water of high quality, but in 
sufficient quantities to satisfy the 
needs of the east bay cities and we 
found that the works could be con- 
structed within the bonding capacity 
of the district,” he said. 

Davis said there was every as- 
surance that the supply could be 
made available within four years, 
when it is estimated the present 
source will be exhausted. 

“The biggest piece of construc- 
tion on the Mokelumne project is 
the Lencka Plena dam,,,-he declared. 
“It can be completed in four or five 
years. The other features requir- 
ing a long time are the four mile 
tunnel leading to San Pablo reser- 
voir and the long line of steel pipe 
between Lancha Plana and Pitts- 
burg. It is believed that either 
of these features can be completed 
within three pears’ and when they 
are completed and the Lancha Plana 
dam raised to a height of 450 feet 
above sea level, it will be possible 
to deliver water into the San Pablo 
and Upper San Leandro reservoirs. 
It is entirely possible to accom- 
plish this work within four years, 
but some additional time would be 
required to finish the Lancha Plana 
reservoir to its ultimate height. 
There appears to be no reason to 
doubt that mountain water can be 
delivered to the district within four 
years from the time _ construction 
begins, provided adequate funds are 
available.”

22, 


Cot Wardell 
Delivers Talk 
In This City 


The first of a series of three lec- 


tures was delivered last night by 


Captain Max Wardall of Pasadena. 


The talk was given at the Richmond 
clubhouse under the auspices of 
the Richmond Theosophical society 
and was on “Luck and Life.” A 
large crowd was present at the 
meeting. Tonight Capt. Wardall will 
speak on “Moulding cur [imotions,” 
and tomorrow night on “Man and

Capt. Wardall is internationally 


known as a tecturer on psychology, 
philosophy, and the occult sciences. 
He was lectured in England, France, 
Germany, Australia, and in nearly 
every city of note in America. He 
is a national lecturer for the The- 
osophical society amd leader of the 
Pasadena forum. 


The speaker has had a varied 
career. He is an honor graduate 
of the University of Washington, 


and while acting mayor of Seattle, 
put through a scheme of municipal 
reform that attracted national at- 
tention. In the world war he was 
a captain in the army of the United 
States, and spent 12 months over- 
seas. Because of his wide exper- 
ience in many lines, his travel, and 
education he brings to his lectures 
a practical insight, a depth of phil- 
osophy, and a charm of expression 
that have given him a wide and 
enthusiastic following whereever he 
has. spoken. 

Capt, Wardall was the first Am- 
erican to discover the germ of a 
great truth in the teachings of 
Coue. He visited the great psycho- 
logist in Nancy, France, in 1920, 
and made a comprehensive study 
of his teachings. He wrote the first 
book in the English language on 
the subject, entitled, “Personal As- 
cendency.” This book has passed 
through six editions, and jis_ still 
in demand. 

It is in psychology and _ philoso- 
phy and especially in the teachings 
of theosophy that Capt. Wardall 
has found his greatest field of use- 
fulness. As a teacher along these 
lines it is declared there are few 
who surpass him in clarity and 
breadth of view. The lecturers wilt 
begin at 8 o'clock and will be open 
to the public.
